It has preventative,
systemic and curative properties and is recommended for the control of many important
plant diseases. Revus Top provides excellent disease control of many leaf spots,
powdery mildews, and downy mildews. Revus Top is applied as a foliar spray and can
be used in block, alternating spray, or tank mix programs with other crop protection
products. All applications must be made according to the use directions that follow.
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PRODUCT USE INSTRUCTIONS

Application: Thorough coverage is necessary to provide good disease control. Mix
only the amount of spray solution needed for immediate application. Avoid spray
overlap, as crop injury may occur.

Adjuvants: A spreading/penetrating type adjuvant such as a non-ionic surfactant, crop
oil concentrate, or blend is recommended at the manufacturer's recommended rates.
